and jtarlic have made a good growth. 
In the fall theso weeds make a. fair 
Crotvth even 
though 
the pastures 


may be dry due to continued drouth. 
Milk Is more ar-i to he contaminated 
with them In the spring than In the 
fall, luil in either case cows will eat 
the onions ftn«l garlic because they 
want green feed.

1!OW TO AVOID IT. 


The best way to avoid this diffi- 


culty is to either fence, off that part

WILLIAM SPANGLER, NEAR PIONEER. 


Recollections of Lincoln and Oglesby by the Son of 


Early Settler. 


William (Pat) Spongier has lived in Macon County all his 


life, which is a matter of sixty-eight years. All of that time 
has been spent within what may be called a stone's throw of 
Decatur. His father, Jacob Spangler, wa/ one of the pioneers. 
He was a man of high character and a person of affairs in this 
county during his residence here. William Spangler has there- 
fore a fine perspective of tradition that reaches back to the 
beginning of things and a personal acquaintance with Macon 
county which covered more than half a century.
